ALLS should be thoroughly 

stripped of all wallpaper, or if 
distempered thoroughly washed: off, 
stopped and claircolled, Brown lining 
thereon is only necessary when the 
walls are inclined to be very old, 
crumbly, or cracked, Tt is much 
better to dispense with the brown lining 
if at all possible. 


A painted wall must have the surface 
broken down by rubbing with very 
sandpaper or pumice stone, 
it should be given a coat 
of size about half strength, in which 
jeen mixed about two hands full of 


has 
plaster of Paris to one gallon of size. 
This will ensure the grip and suction 
which is necessary on a painted sur- 
face. 


Lincrusta or Anaglypta must not be 
fixed on new plaster work until it is 
quite dry. This may take anything 
from three weeks to three months, 
according to the mixture used or the 
surrounding temperature and atmos: 
phere. It is, however, ready when it 
has ceased to sweat Tt should then 
be coated with size and plaster as 


advised for PAINTED WALLS. 


If time and circumstances do not 
permit of waiting, and a quick and 
fairly permanent finish is required, 
treat the surface as follows :— 


Dissolve 3 Ibs. Crystallised Zinc 
Sulphate in 1 gallon of hot water 
apply two coats, and one coat of 
size and plaster as above, 


The only safe way to make a good 
and permanent job is to remove the 
cause of the dampness, cut out and 
renew all decayed plaster and 
thoroughly dry the wall before proceed- 
ing further. 


The greatest care should be observed 
in cutting the edges straight. Have 
a strip of thick zinc about Gin. wide 
by 4ft. long, fastened to the bench on 
which to cut, Use a steel straight

See that the edge is undercut, so that 


a good joint is easily made. 


A good, stout, flour paste, such as 
can be bought in most paper ware- 
houses, is usually sufficient to fix all 
the heavy, kinds, of Lincrusta or 
Anaglyptas to the wall, but is greatly 
improved by the addition of 1 Ib. of 
Dextrine to 4 Ibs, of paste. The Dex 
trine flour should be thoroughly mixed 
with the paste 


After the material has been cut inte 
the necessary lengths, sponge the 
backs over with water (hot preferred 
if the weather is very cold), and allow 
to soak for ten minutes 1 
the paste as thickly as possible, and 
before fixing to the wall, see that the 
surface thereof is given a weak solu- 
tion of paste and water, so as to obtain 
adamp surface, Immediately fix the 
pasted length thereon, and if the 
material is well pressed out with the 
aid of a padded roller, it will be found 
that perfect adhesion takes place ct 
once, on account of the two surfaces 
being wet

Yellow maize Dextrine flour_alone 
must be used for the permanent fixing 


of all borders, ete., on the face of Lin- 
crusta. Mix thoroughly 1 Ib, of Dex 
trine flour—which we supply at 9d. per 


Ib.—with one-third to one-half pint of 
cold water This will form a very 
thick glutinous paste which will im- 
prove in sticking qualities if allowed to 
stand for a few hours. This glue 
paste—which is too thick to apply 
with a brush, should be spread with a 
putty knife or piece of wood, leaving a 
fairly thick film on the surface to be 
fixed. Then with a brush spread a 
weaker solution of this glue paste 
roughly over the surface of the ground 
where the border or ornament is ta be 
fixed and press the border well home. 
All glue paste which is squeezed out 
should be immediately sponged away 
otherwise it will interfere with the 
scumble or stained finish.
